Such an undertaking, if fully carried out, is an 
immense one. In the various departments of 
raturai bistory, in the animai and vegetable 
kingdom a’one, there are 400,000 species. In 
London ibere is a collection of species of 
shells nombering 25,000. The species of in- 
sects of Tilinois are csatimated by Mr. Walsh 
aa over 80,00. The flora of the United States 
will include some 15,000 apecies, of which 
our own State has, powibly, 2,000. 

No simMar enterjrise, hitherto, has made 
such rapid strides. They have invariably 
started from staall and meager beginoings. 
The efforts of the Smithsoulan Lustitate with 
ite fand of $500,000 is w« ll known; and A 
bas recently laid the foundation of an ia- 
mense wureum at Cambridge, Mase., "the cost 
of the building alone being caiimated by bim 
at $250,000. Each department of natural his- 
tory is to bave devoted to its use a separate 
e‘ructure. this undertaking the State 
eeei-ta. 

Natural history is rapidly beconijog a premi- 
nent ek in the stucies of educational in- 
stitutions, and hence the great valee of the 
muscum in its iniimate cummection with the 
~ ups which cducates teachers for the 
Etate. 

The numer of specimens collected thus far 
by the Society is we 60,000, of which about 
one-half bave been placed in cases or olher- 
wise provided for. The museum room is 100 
by thirty-three feet, and sixteen feet in height, 
and hes been fitted up at a cost of nearly 
#5.000, snd more room will soon be needed. 

The lerre number of duplicates in the hands 
of the Society, will afford large additions by 
exchanges with sister societica.

fact but a great work on natural history. 
Various States have appropriated large saws

| $50,000, the only result fowing therefrom be 
ing the labors fur the past three years of the 
State geologist, Mr. A. H. Worthen. 

The new feature in teaching, be now 
rapidly introduced everywhere, is Object 
Lessons.”

The garden comprises some forty-five or fifty 
acres located upon a ridge, about 8 mile south 
of the Brighton House. A large sum of mon- 
ey and well directed labor has been expended 
upon it, which, coupled with a most thorough 
system of mole draining, laid some two years 
and a half ago, have developed the resources 
cfthe soil te that extent thattie products are 
almost fabulous in size and quality. 

“Lhe yleld this year promises to be ‘arger 
than ever, despite the beckwardness of the 
season, which is a most cheerlag sugury for 
the nests of the “ Tremont,” and will add 
largely to the excejlenee of the Chicago veg- 
etable market. Every species of vegetable 
ecmmon to the North is cultivated. During 
the past season 2,000 feet of glass heave been 
jaid, under which already a splendid crop of 
lettuce and radishes bas been raised, and at 
present a thrifty sprinkling of cucumbers, 
already large enough for the table. Three 
acres are blushing with strawberries and » 
large cold grapery is emeraided with nebula 
of Hamburghs. The potatoes, tomatoes, 
beets, rhubarb, turnips, onions, carrots, etc, 
look splendidly and will yield astonishingly. 
Mr. Levi Emory, a practical Massachusetts 
farmer, has the supervision of the farm, and 
brings to his duties, a practical knowledge 
and experience combined with scientific ideas 
of great value; He is probably one of the 
most sucessful gardeners in the West. 

In addition to the vegetable products of the 
farm, the live stock is by no means an unim- 
portant feature. Their pens contain at pres- 
ent 447 eplendid hogs, a cross between the 
Leicestershire and Suffulk, who are in reality 
luxuriating In clover, as several acres of that 
fregrant herb have been cultivated especially 
for their use.
